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OBJECTIVES  AND  METHODS 


The  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center  (AEC)  tasked  the  Mandatory  Center  of  Expertise  for  the 
Curation  and  Management  of  Archaeological  Collections  (MCX)  with  the  job  of  assisting  Army 
installation  personnel  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Native  American  Graves 
Protection  and  Repatriation  Act  (P.L.  101-601,  NAGPRA).  The  MCX  was  asked  to  locate  and 
assess  archaeological  collections  derived  from  Army-owned  lands,  to  identify  the  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  most  likely  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections,  to  draft 
Section  6  Summary  letters  for  each  installation,  and  to  conduct  physical  inventories  of  any 
collections  that  contain  human  skeletal  remains.  This  report  conveys  the  results  of  the 
collections  research  completed  to  assist  Redstone  Arsenal  in  complying  with  the  Section  6 
Summary  requirements  of  NAGPRA. 

The  MCX  used  a  two-stage  process  to  identify,  locate,  and  assess  the  contents  of 
archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  First,  archival  research  was  performed  to  review 
all  archaeological  site  records  and  reports  for  the  installation.  Second,  telephone  interviews  were 
conducted  with  personnel  at  installations,  universities,  museums,  and  archaeological  contractors 
that  were  identified  during  the  archival  research  as  possible  repositories  of  Army  collections. 

The  MCX  did  not  physically  verify  the  existence  of  collections  and,  as  such,  the  information 
contained  in  this  report  is  based  on  background  record  reviews  and  information  obtained  via 
telephone  interviews  with  the  aforementioned  installation  personnel  and  institution  professionals. 

Archival  research  for  Redstone  Arsenal  began  with  a  search  of  the  National 
Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB)  for  references  pertaining  to  the  installation.  This  was 
followed  by  a  thorough  examination  of  all  archaeological  site  forms  and  a  literature  review  of  all 
pertinent  archaeological  reports  and  manuscripts  on  file  at  the  Office  of  Archaeological  Services, 
University  of  Alabama  Museum,  Moundville,  Alabama.  The  records  search  was  performed  at 
the  Office  of  Archaeological  Services  in  July  1995  and  sought  to  identify  any  work  on  the 
installation  that  may  have  produced  archaeological  collections. 

Subsequent  telephone  interviews  to  potential  collections  repositories  ascertained  whether 
the  materials  were  present  and  the  range  of  objects  in  each  collection.  Once  the  collections  were 
located  and  assessed,  MCX  personnel  identified  federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  that 
are  likely  to  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  materials  in  the  collections.  Draft  Section  6 
Summary  letters  are  enclosed  for  each  of  these  tribes  (Appendix  I),  as  well  as  a  listing  of  the 
current  tribal  chairperson  (Appendix  II). 
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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT  REDSTONE  ARSENAL 

Archaeological  work  on  Redstone  Arsenal  began  in  1978  with  a  Phase  I  cultural  reconnaissance 
survey  of  selected  areas  of  the  installation  completed  by  the  University  of  Alabama  Office  of 
Archaeological  Research.  Since  that  time,  five  groups,  including  the  University  of  Alabama 
Office  of  Archaeological  Research,  have  performed  thirty  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
Arsenal,  twenty  of  which  included  the  collection  of  artifacts.  These  groups  are: 

New  South  Associates,  Stone  Mountain,  GA, 

New  World  Research,  Inc.,  Pollock,  LA, 

OSM  Inc.,  Moundville,  AL, 

University  of  Alabama  Office  of  Archaeological  Research,  Moundville,  AL,  and 
U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  Mobile  District,  AL. 

Archaeological  investigations  on  Redstone  Arsenal  consisted  of  systematic  surveys,  test 
excavations,  and  excavations  to  mitigate  adverse  effects  on  sites  where  necessary  for  the 
installation's  mission. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 

A  total  of  approximately  45  ft3  of  boxed  archaeological  materials  and  associated  documentation 
have  been  identified  for  Redstone  Arsenal.  Artifacts  recovered  include  prehistoric  lithics,  ground 
stone  tools,  ceramics,  animal  bone,  and  shell  as  well  as  historic  glass,  ceramics,  and  metal.  In 
addition,  Native  American  skeletal  remains  and  funerary  objects  were  found  and  collected 
from  two  sites  located  on  Redstone  Arsenal:  lMal65  and  lMal26  (see  below  for  details).  As  of 
October  1995,  all  archeological  materials  recovered  from  Redstone  Arsenal  are  reportedly 
located  in  the  following  three  repositories:

The  attached  Summary  of  Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from 
Redstone  Arsenal  (Appendix  III)  provides  detailed  information  about  each  collection  derived  as  a 
result  of  archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation.  A  collection  consists  of  all  of  the 
materials,  artifacts  and  associated  documentation  (e.g.,  field  notes,  maps,  photos,  data  analyses, 
correspondence),  produced  as  a  result  of  an  archaeological  investigation  or  project  at  a  single  site 
or  multiple  sites.  In  some  cases,  the  same  archaeological  site  may  have  been  investigated  by 
various  individuals  or  organizations.  Depending  on  where  the  resulting  collections  are  curated, 
they  may  be  stored  and  identified  as  separate  collections  or  separate  components  of  a  single 
collection.  In  cases  where  the  artifacts  and  records  have  become  separated,  we  list  the  records 
collections  repository  as  well. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 

Collection  Problems 

Five  of  the  thirty  projects  performed  on  Redstone  Arsenal  reportedly  recorded  and  collected 
archaeological  materials  from  sites  on  land  adjoining  the  arsenal  in  the  Wheeler  National 
Wildlife  Refuge,  which  is  administered  by  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service.  Materials  from 
these  sites  are  curated  with  those  of  sites  located  on  the  arsenal.  A  list  of  the  sites  which  were 
reportedly  surveyed  and  collected  on  the  wildlife  refuge  during  Redstone  Arsenal  archaeological 
projects  is  provided  in  Appendix  IV. 

NAGPRA-Related  Materials 

Human  skeletal  remains  and/or  funerary  objects  have  been  collected  from  two  sites  on  Redstone 
Arsenal  property: 

1)  lMal65:  In  1978,  the  Office  of  Archaeological  Research,  University  of  Alabama 
excavated  approximately  300  fragments  of  human  bone,  representing  the  skeletal  remains  of  at 
least  nine  adult  individuals,  from  the  foot  of  a  natural  limestone  cave.  Both  human  and  non¬ 
human  bones  were  recovered  from  the  clay  floor  of  the  cave.  One  stemmed  biface  was  recovered 
in  association  with  the  human  remains.  These  skeletal  materials  were  analyzed  by  Dr.  Kenneth 
Turner,  Physical  Anthropologist  at  the  University  of  Alabama  (Lawrence  1979:139). 

2)  1  Mai  26:  In  1986,  OSM  Inc.  excavated  the  Native  American  skeletal  remains  of  one 
adult  male,  dating  to  the  Early  to  Middle  Woodland  period.  Associated  artifacts  recovered  from 
the  burial  were  five  projectile  points,  two  chipped  stone  preforms,  a  piece  of  cut  antler,  a  beaver 
tooth,  a  rodent  tooth,  an  antler  tip,  a  large  flake,  and  a  piece  of  chert.  Investigators  speculate  that 
these  artifacts  represent  a  flint  knapper’s  tool  kit  (Oakley  et  al.  1987:61). 
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The  final  examination  of  additional  funerary  objects,  sacred  objects  or  objects  of  cultural 
patrimony  may  be  established  by  the  associated  Native  American  tribes  (if  determined  to  be 
culturally  affiliated  and  the  objects  meet  the  definitions  and  restrictions  specified  in  NAGPRA) 
upon  further  deliberation.

NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH 
REDSTONE  ARSENAL 

The  Middle  Woodland  burial  cave  site  on  Redstone  Arsenal,  lMal65,  has  been  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  prehistoric  Copena  culture  (Alexander  1979:139).  Any  attempt  to  connect  this 
culture  with  any  tribe  found  historically  in  the  area  can  only  be  considered  speculative.  By  the 
latter  part  of  the  15th  century,  a  major  demographic  shift  occurred  among  the  Native  American 
populations  of  Alabama,  and  much  of  the  Tennessee  Valley  was  abandoned  (Walthall  1980: 

246). 


No  other  assignments  of  cultural  affiliation  for  sites  or  collections  from  Redstone  Arsenal 
were  recorded  on  the  archaeological  site  forms  or  references  reviewed  by  the  MCX.  Historically, 
the  middle  reaches  of  the  Tennessee  River  Valley  in  northern  Alabama  where  Redstone  Arsenal 
is  today,  were  the  center  of  much  Native  American  activity  and  confrontation.  Five  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  and  one  non-recognized  tribe  have  been  historically 
associated  with  this  area.  According  to  ethnohistorical  accounts,  the  Cherokee,  the  Shawnee,  the 
Creek,  the  Coushatta,  the  Chickasaw,  and  the  Yuchi  were  located  in  this  area  at  one  time  or 
another  (Altschul  1980:46-50).  However,  according  to  the  1978  Indian  Lands  Claim  map 
(U.S.G.S.  n.d.),  only  the  Cherokee  have  been  adjudicated  rights  to  the  land  that  encompasses 
Redstone  Arsenal. 

According  to  Michael  Johnson  (1993),  the  Cherokee  historically  occupied  the  southern 
Appalachian  Mountains,  the  Great  Smokey  Mountains,  and  valleys  of  the  upper  Kanawha, 
Savannah,  Hiwassee,  Tuckasegee,  Coosa  and  Tennessee  Rivers  in  eastern  Tennessee,  western 
North  Carolina,  and  northern  Georgia  and  Alabama.  Ethnohistorical  evidence  states  that  the 
Tali,  a  band  of  Cherokee,  were  encountered  by  DeSoto  at  the  Great  Bend  in  the  Tennessee  River 
directly  east  of  where  Redstone  Arsenal  is  located  (Altschul  1980:48).  No  allusions  to  this 
Cherokee  tribe  where  made  again  until  late  in  the  17th  century  when  they  were  again 
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found  by  Daniel  Coxe  in  approximately  the  same  location  as  1 50  years  earlier  (Swanton 
1922:212). 

There  are  no  federally  recognized  Cherokee  groups  presently  located  in  Alabama.  All 
aboriginal  lands  located  in  Alabama  were  ceded  to  the  United  States  Government  no  later  than 
1835  in  accordance  with  the  Treaty  of  New  Echota.  In  exchange,  the  Cherokee  received  most  of 
what  is  now  northeastern  Oklahoma  (King  1994:95-99).  The  descendants  of  this  group  now 
comprise  the  Cherokee  Nation  of  Oklahoma  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (King  1994:97-98)  and  the 
United  Keetoowah  Band  of  Cherokee  also  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (Slagle  1994:98-99).  A 
small  band  of  Cherokee  avoided  the  move  to  Oklahoma  and  remained  in  the  mountains  of  North 
Carolina.  The  descendants  of  this  group  now  comprise  the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians, 
who  have  a  reservation  in  western  North  Carolina  (King  1994:96-97).  All  of  these  Cherokee 
bands  are  federally  recognized. 

The  Chickasaw  lived  in  northern  Mississippi,  but  ranged  into  northwestern  Alabama  and 
western  Tennessee.  Though  they  never  inhabited  most  of  the  middle  Tennessee  River  Valley,  it 
is  clear  that  they  claimed  exclusive  rights  to  the  area,  and  fiercely  protected  it  against  less 
powerful  tribes  (Altschul  1980:49).  In  1822,  the  Chickasaw  signed  over  all  of  their  lands  east  of 
the  Mississippi  to  the  United  States  Government,  and  began  their  migration  to  Oklahoma 
(Swanton  1922:415-420).  The  federally  recognized  Chickasaw  Nation  is  located  in  southern 
Oklahoma  with  headquarters  in  Ada  (Clark  1994:104-105). 

The  Creeks  were  also  at  one  time  found  in  the  vicinity  of  present  day  Redstone  Arsenal. 
Their  aboriginal  territory  encompasses  most  of  the  area  that  is  now  Georgia  and  Alabama,  as 
well  as  a  small  part  of  northern  Florida,  eastern  Louisiana  and  southern  Tennessee.  The  majority 
of  Creek  villages  were  situated  along  the  banks  of  the  Coosa,  Tallapoosa,  Flint,  Ocmulgee,  and 
Chattahoochee  rivers  (Waldman  1988:74).  Two  small  tribes  associated  with  the  Creek 
Confederacy  were  historically  placed  in  the  area  of  Redstone  Arsenal.  The  Chiacha  were 
encountered  by  DeSoto  in  1540  on  Bums  Island,  located  on  the  Alabama-Tennessee  border,  not 
far  from  the  present  location  of  Redstone  Arsenal;  and  the  Tuskegee  were  encountered  by 
DeSoto  midway  between  the  Coosa  and  Tennessee  River  (Altschul  1980:48). 

In  1832  the  Creek  Indians  ceded  the  eastern  portion  of  what  is  now  Alabama  to  the 
United  States  Government  (Moore  1994a:150).  Later,  in  1836,  the  federal  government  and  the 
government  of  Alabama  used  a  unified  Creek  resistance  under  Eneah  Emothla  as  justification  for 
the  tribe's  complete  relocation  to  Oklahoma  (Waldman  1988:184).  A  few  small  Creek  groups 
were  able  to  avoid  the  relocation,  and  descendants  of  these  people  dispersed  into  discrete 
communities  east  of  the  Mississippi.  Three  of  these  communities  are  located  in  Alabama: 
Principal  Creek  Indian  Nation  East  of  the  Mississippi;  MaChis  Lower  Alabama  Creek  Indian 
Tribe;  and  the  Poarch  Creek  Indian  Reservation  (Moore  1994a:  152).  According  to  the  July  1995 
Summary  Status  of  Native  American  Acknowledgment  Cases,  the  only  federally  recognized  tribe 
of  the  three  is  the  Poarch  Band  of  Creek  Indians  who  reside  in  Atmore,  Alabama  (Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  1995). 
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In  1937,  as  part  of  the  Indian  Reorganization  Act,  federal  charters  were  offered  to  Creek 
tribal  towns  located  in  Oklahoma;  only  three  of  them  accepted.  These  three  federally  recognized 
Creek  tribal  towns  are:  the  Alabama-Quassarte  Tribal  Town,  the  Kialegee  Tribal  Town,  and  the 
Thlopthlocco  Tribal  Town  (Moore  1994a:  151). 

During  the  first  half  of  the  1 8th  century,  several  distinct  Shawnee  settlements  existed 
among  the  Upper  Creeks  (Swanton  1922:319;  Callender  1978:  630-631;  Hudson  1976:9).  The 
Shawnee  flourished  in  this  region,  building  several  permanent  settlements.  Their  principal 
settlement  was  located  along  the  Tennessee  River  on  Beard’s  Bluff,  about  20  miles  east  of 
Redstone  Arsenal  (Altschul  1980:49).  Sometime  after  1797,  the  Shawnee  of  the  Creek 
Confederacy  joined  the  Absentee  Shawnee  in  southeast  Missouri,  where  the  Absentee  Shawnee 
were  granted  land  in  1793  by  the  Spanish  administration.  In  the  early  19th  century,  the  Shawnee 
left  Missouri  and  moved  into  Oklahoma,  Arkansas  and  Texas.  By  1 839,  the  Texas  Shawnee 
joined  the  Oklahoma  Shawnee,  and  in  1872,  the  Absentee  Shawnee  received  official  recognition 
as  a  separate  body  with  title  to  their  own  land  (Callender  1978:632;  Hacker  1994:585). 

The  first  tribe  that  DeSoto  explicitly  mentions  visiting  on  the  Tennessee  River  was  the 
Koasati  (Coushatta)  on  Pine  Island,  about  10  miles  northeast  of  Redstone  Arsenal  (Altschul 
1 980:48;  Swanton  1922:21 1).  It  is  believed  that  the  Koasati  merged  with  another  tribe  on  Pine 
Island,  the  Kaskinampo,  sometime  during  the  late  17th  century.  The  Kaskinampo,  who  were 
originally  encountered  by  DeSoto  in  Arkansas  in  1541,  moved  across  the  Mississippi,  up  the 
Cumberland  River,  and  then  south  to  an  island  near  the  Great  Bend  of  the  Tennessee  River 
(Altschul  1980:48;  Terrell  1971:245;  Swanton  122:214).  Because  the  Koasati  and  the 
Kaskinampo  were  unable  to  withstand  pressure  exerted  by  their  more  powerful  neighbors,  they 
moved  upstream  to  be  absorbed  by  the  Cherokee  (Altschul  1980:48).  There  are  presently, 
however,  three  federally  recognized  groups  of  Coushatta  that  may  be  related  to  these  early 
Koasati  and  Kaskinampo:  the  Coushatta  Tribe  of  Elton,  Louisiana;  the  Alabama-Coushatta  Tribe 
of  Livingston,  Texas;  and  the  Alabama-Quassarte  of  Henryetta,  Oklahoma  (Moore  1994:7). 

The  Yuchi  (Hughchee,  Uchi),  at  various  times  lived  in  several  places  in  the  Southeast 
from  eastern  Tennessee  to  Florida.  Three  main  bands  have  been  identified:  one  on  the 
Tennessee  River,  one  in  northwestern  Florida,  and  one  in  the  middle  drainage  of  the  Savannah 
River.  In  1540,  when  DeSoto  descended  the  Tennessee  River,  he  found  the  Yuchi  living  on 
Muscle  Shoals  which  is  located  30  miles  west  of  the  present  location  of  Redstone  Arsenal  on  the 
Tennessee  River  (Altschul  1980:48).  The  Yuchi  were  removed  with  the  Creeks  to  Oklahoma  in 
1 832,  where  they  formed  eleven  rural  communities  in  what  is  now  Creek  County  (Moore 
1994b:716).  The  Yuchi  Tribal  Organization  in  Oklahoma  is  presently  petitioning  for  federal 
recognition  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1 995). 

Only  the  Cherokee  tribe  has  been  adjudicated  the  land  on  which  Redstone  Arsenal  is 
situated,  however  ethnographic  evidence  indicates  that  the  other  tribes  referenced,  the  Shawnee, 
the  Creek,  the  Coushatta,  the  Chickasaw,  and  the  Yuchi,  may  have  some  cultural  affiliation  with 
the  archaeological  materials  from  Redstone  Arsenal,  depending  upon  the  antiquity  of  the 
materials. 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  draft  NAGPRA 
Section  6  Summary  letter  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chairpersons  from  the  federally  recognized  tribes 
which  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections  (Appendix  I  and  II). 

Of  the  tribes  referenced  above,  the  Cherokee,  the  Shawnee,  the  Creek,  the  Coushatta,  and 
the  Chickasaw  are  federally  recognized.  The  Yuchi  Tribal  Organization  in  Oklahoma  is  at 
present  actively  petitioning  to  gain  federal  recognized  status  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995). 

Many  groups  of  Indians  are  in  the  processing  of  petitioning  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
for  federal  recognition.  As  of  the  date  of  this  report  they  are  not  federally  recognized  and 
therefore  do  not  fit  the  legal  description  of  tribe  as  defined  for  NAGPRA  purposes. 

Many  groups  are  seeking  recognition  as  Cherokee  tribes.  Two  groups,  entitled  the 
Cherokee  Indians  of  Robeson  and  Adjoining  Counties,  North  Carolina,  and  the  Cherokee  Indians 
of  Hoke  County,  Inc.,  North  Carolina,  have  cases  that  require  legislation  to  permit  processing. 
Other  groups  have  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  letters  of  intent  to  petition: 

Amonsoquath  Tribe  of  Cherokee,  Missouri, 

Cane  Break  Band  of  Eastern  Cherokees,  Georgia, 

Cherokee  Indians  of  Georgia,  Inc.,  Georgia, 

Cherokee-Powhatan  Indian  Association,  North  Carolina, 

Cherokees  of  Jackson  County,  Alabama, 

Cherokees  of  Southeast  Alabama,  Alabama, 

Chickamauga  Cherokee  Indian  Nation  of  Arkansas  and  Missouri, 

Etowah  Cherokee  Nation,  Tennessee, 

Northern  Cherokee  Nation  of  Old  Louisiana  Territory,  Missouri, 

Northern  Cherokee  Tribe  of  Indians,  Missouri, 

Tuscola  United  Cherokee  Tribe  of  Florida  and  Alabama,  Inc.,  Florida. 

Two  groups  have  incomplete  petitions  as  of  July  1995:  the  Georgia  Tribe  of  Eastern 
Cherokees,  Inc.,  Georgia,  and  the  Langley  Band  of  the  Chickamogee  Cherokee  Indians  of  the 
Southeastern  United  States,  Alabama.  Three  groups  have  been  denied  acknowledgment  effective 
November  1985:  The  Southeastern  Cherokee  Confederacy  of  Georgia;  the  Northwest  Cherokee 
Wolf  Band  of  Oregon;  and  the  Red  Clay  Inter-tribal  Indian  Band  of  Tennessee  (Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs  1995:3). 
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Four  groups  have  filed  letters  of  intent  to  petition  for  federal  recognition  as  Shawnee 
tribes:  The  Shawnee  Nation  U.K.B.,  Indiana  (formerly  the  Shawnee  Nation,  United  Remnant 
Band,  Ohio);  the  Upper  Kispoko  Band  of  the  Shawnee  Nation,  Indiana;  the  United 
Tribe  of  Shawnee  Indians,  Kansas;  and  the  Piqua  Sept  of  Ohio  Shawnee  Indians  (Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  1995:3). 


Four  groups  seeking  recognition  as  Creek  tribes  have  been  denied  acknowledgment:  The 
Lower  Muskogee  Creek  Tribe-East  of  Mississippi,  Georgia;  the  Creeks  East  of  Mississippi, 
Florida;  the  Principal  Creek  Indian  Nation,  Alabama;  and  the  MaChis  Lower  Alabama  Creek 
Indian  Tribe,  Alabama  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:3).  The  Florida  Tribe  of  Eastern  Creek 
Indians,  Florida,  filed  a  letter  of  intent  to  petition  in  June  1978,  but  has  not  submitted  a  petition 
as  of  July  1995  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:5). 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis.  Refer  to 
P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.

I  am  writing  to  inform  you  of  collections  held  by  Redstone  Arsenal  that  may  contain 
Native  American  cultural  items,  as  defined  by  the  Native  American  Graves  Protection  and 
Repatriation  Act  (NAGPRA),  that  are,  or  are  likely  to  be,  culturally  affiliated  with  the  Absentee- 
Shawnee.  Redstone  Arsenal  has  documented  these  archaeological  collections  in  a  Summary  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  6  of  NAGPRA. 

Redstone  Arsenal  is  responsible  for  collections  that  include  approximately  45  ft3  of 
artifacts  housed  at  three  known  repositories:  Redstone  Arsenal,  University  of  Alabama  Office  of 
Archaeological  Research,  and  the  University  of  Alabama  Osteology  Laboratory,  Tuscaloosa. 
These  archaeological  collections  were  generated  from  surveys,  testing,  and  excavations 
conducted  from  1978  to  the  present.  The  collections  consist  of  prehistoric  lithics,  ground  stone 
tools,  ceramics,  animal  bone,  and  shell  as  well  as  historic  glass,  ceramics,  metal,  and  associated 
documentation  such  as  field  notes,  reports,  and  correspondence.  Human  skeletal  remains  and/or 
associated  funerary  objects  were  identified  from  two  archaeological  sites  in  our  review  of  the 
collection  documentation. 

We  are  notifying  the  Absentee-Shawnee  because  some  of  these  materials  were  found  in 
or  near  the  area  thought  to  be  part  of  the  territory  occupied  or  used  historically  by  the  Shawnee. 

In  accordance  with  Section  6  of  NAGPRA,  we  are  inviting  you  to  consult  with  us 
regarding  these  archaeological  collections.  Upon  your  written  request,  we  will  provide  you 
access  to  review  our  records,  catalogues,  relevant  studies,  or  other  pertinent  data  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  the  geographic  origin,  cultural  affiliation,  and  basic  facts  surrounding  acquisition 
and  accession  of  these  collections. 

In  the  process  of  completing  the  Section  6  Summary,  potential  Native  American  human 
remains  and  associated  funerary  objects  were  identified  from  two  sites  on  Redstone  Arsenal; 
archaeological  collections  were  generated  from  both  lMal65  and  lMal26.  The  human  remains 
and  funerary  objects  collected  from  both  of  these  archaeological  sites  on  Redstone  Arsenal 
property  are  reportedly  located  at  two  repositories:  the  Office  of  Archaeological  Research, 
University  of  Alabama,  Moundville,  AL;  and  the  University  of  Alabama  Osteology  Laboratory, 
Tuscaloosa,  AL  We  are  also  notifying  federally  recognized  Cherokee,  Chickasaw,  Coushatta,  and 
Creek  tribes. 
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Therefore,  by  means  of  this  letter  we  are  also  initiating  consultation  regarding  the 
NAGPRA  Section  5  Inventory.
